You  arc  advised  that  it  appears  from  the  papers  in  the 
Revolutionary  War  pension  claim,  W.  18033,  that  Thomas  Hunt 
was  born  July  27,  1746. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  Revolution,  while  a  resident 
of  Stillwater,  New  York,  he  enlisted  and  served  as  sergeant 
and  ensign,  no  details  given.  Cn  November  21,  1776,  he  was 
made  2”  lieutenant;  November  9,  1777,  commissioned  lieutenant 
in  the  4"  N6w  York  Regiment  and  served  until  January  1,  1781; 
November  2,  1781,  he  was  commissioned  captain  in  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Frederick  ?/iessenfel* s  New  York  regiment  and  served 
to  end  of  war.  He  was  in  the  battle  of  Fort  Stanwix  and  others, 
names  not  stated. 

He  died  December  25,  1810,  in  Stillwater,  New  York. 

Soldier  married  February  9  or  19,  1773,  in  Stillwater, 

New  York,  Jerusha,  bora  April  16,  1757,  daughter  of  Hphraim 
Woodworth,  a  captain  in  the  Revolution. 

She  was  allowed  pension  on  her  application  executed  June 
23,  1848,  while  a  resident  of  Stillwater,  New  York.

I  fiiid  in  looking  -up  tha  published  abstract  of  the 
$i3.1  of  Thomas  Hunt  1695  that  there  is  no  name  of 
wife  given.  I  do  not  know  where  I  got  tha  idea  that  he 
mentioned  a  wife  Elizabeth,  possibly  from  a  lend  record* 

I  have  no  proof  that  his  wife’s  name  was  Pasley.  Most  of 
the  record  I  sent  you  was  carefully  complied  from  definite 
documentary  evidence.  On  this  point  I  accepted  as  probably 
true  tha  assertion  of  her  descendants.  Possibly  I  might 
better  have  omitted  it. 

The  statement  that  Thomas  settled  in  Stamford 
before  1643  was  an  oversight.  Hurd’s  History  of  Fairfield 
County  page  698  lists  him  among  the  settlers  of  Stamford 
after  1643.  Huntington* s  History  of  Stamford  p.  54  states 
that  he  was  in  Stamford  as  early  as  1650  and  had  removed  to 
Eye  by  1652. 

Since  writing  you  I  have  found  some  slight 
substantiation  of  a  suspicion  I  had  that  Ilehemiah  of  Hast- 
Chester  was  a  brother  of  tho  elusive  Einathan  of  Yonkers. 
According  to  Holton,  Hehsmiah*  s  wife  Anna  Lawrence  had  a 
brother  Gilbert  and  another  brother  Jesse.  SLnathan’s 
daughter  Hannah  married  Nicholas  Underhill  and  named  one  of 
her  sons  Gilbert  and  another  Jesse  L.  It  would  seem  likely 
from  this  that  Hehsmiah  and  HLnathan  were  brothers.  This  is 
a  very  slender  clue,  but  might  lead,  to  something  worth  while. 
Elnathan  was  of  age  in  1757  so  was  born  by  or  before  1735.

Belton  states  that  William  son  of  John  and  Grace  was  ancestor 
of  the  Hunts  of  Tarry  to  mi*  William  and  wife  Hannah  sold  land  in 
Westchester  in  1706  and  perhaps  at  that  tine  removed  to  Pi  scat  away* 

U.J.  where  they  were  still  living  in  1726,  In  spite  of  this  fact,  I 
am  inclined  to- "boll eve  that  3olton  was  correct*  and  that  the  first 
Willi  era  of  Tarrytown  was  a  son  of  William  and  Hannah.  The  family  may 
have  moved  hack  to  Westchester  Co*  after  1726.  William  of  Tarry  town, 
was  undoubtedly  father  of  William  of  Tarrytown  b.  1737,  and  probably 
of  Joseph  of  Ossining  and  Phsbe  who  married  Arnold  Hunt,  There  is  a 
family  tradition  that  William  (b.  1737)  and  Arnold  wore  brothers*  We 
know  that  this  was  not  so,  but  they  nay  well  have  been  brothers-in- 
law,  and  so  their  children  first  cousins. 

According  to  the  Westchester  census  of  1698,  John  Hunt’s  next 
door  neighbor  would  seem  to  have  been  Joseph  Haviland  who  had  a  daughter 
Hannah  of  the  right  age  to  have  been  the  wife  of  William  Hunt  in  1706. 
With  this  possibility  in  mind,  it  would  seen  not  impossible  that 
Joseph  of  Corllandt  may  have  been  a  younger  son  of  William  and  Hannah 
(b.  say  about  1720)  and  named  for  Ms  mother's  brother  and  father, 
and  that  William  of  Tarry  town  named  his  son  Joseph  for 
his  younger  brother*  This  may  furnish  a  clue  to  work  on  in  trying  to 
establish  the  parentage  of  Joseph  who  married  bavin?.  Travis*
